ſons of Diſtinction oppoſe the State Projects, Cardinal Grandville, her Firſt Miniſter, 
called them, in Deriſion, a Pick of Gueux, that is Beggars, or rather Sturdy Beggars. 
Whereupon the chief Men of the Netherlands formed a Confederacy under the Title of the 
. Gueux, or ſturdy Beggars; which Name hey gloried in, and bore till they had thrown 
off the Sparſh Yoke, and freed their Country. 
_ + William, Prince of Orange, Anceſtor of our late glorious King William, was Chief of 
the Confederacy of the Guenx, or Beggars, and loſt his Life in their Cauſe, being aſſaſſi- 
nated at Delft by one Balthazar Gerard, a Burgundian, hired (as was thought) by Philip 
King of Spain, to commit that ex:crable Murder. |
